I have  the  honour  to  suhmit  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  Decemher  1943c 

The  report  has  heen  curtailed  in  accorddnce  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health's  instructions  hut  the  main  facts  necessary 
for  the  keeping  of  accurate  records  for  future  reference  are 
included. 

The  portion  of  the  report  relating  to  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  area  has  been  prepared  hy  the  Sanitary 
InspectoPo 

The  health  of  your  district  is  good*  The  health  of 
the  evacuees  in  the  district  is  very  good*  They  appear  to  ho 
getting  over  the  -'Blitz’*  effects  TOtty  well  and  there  are  fewer 
signs  of  nervous  trouble  which  was  evident  at  the  beginning  of 
their  residence  herco 

With  respect  of  Infootious  Diseases  - Measles  and 
V/hooping  Cough  were  prevalent  during  the  first  half  of  the  yearc 
Scarlet  Fever  occurred  sporadically  throughout  the  year  but  never 
in  such  concentration  to  make  it  possible  to  trace  several ca.sas 
to  a common  source  of  infcctiono  Diphtheria  vras  entirely  absents 

The  Death  Rate  in  the  area  shows  some  increase  being 
14*1  as  cori^arcd  with  12 ”5  for  the  previous  yeary  It  as  a 
little  higher  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  for  the 
present  year  v;hich  is  12*1^ 

The  Birth  Rate  again  shows  an  increase ;>  being  17’5o 
This  compares  favourably  \idth  the  average  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  v;hich  is  l6*3o  Compared  v/ith  the  rates  in  this  area  ox 
16*7  in  year  1942,  and  14' 17  in  year  1941,  it  is  satisfactory^

Ambulance  Facilities  ~ For  infectious  cases  a Motor  AmlDulancc  is 
maintained  Toy  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  CommittGOo 

For  accident  and  urgent  sickness  caseSj.  a privately  ovmed  motor 
ambulance  serves  this  area  and  the  adooining  Kirkburton  Urban  area, 
under  an  agreement  and  the  payment  of  subsidies  by  the  two  Authoritieso 
Its  service  is  available  day  and  nighto  There  is  ho  cheir-go  for 
conveyance  within  the  area  or  from  the  area  to  the  Huddersfield  Royal 
Infirmary,  but  a charge  is  made  to  places  farther  awayo 


Ambulances  are  also  maintained  by  the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary 
under  a contributory  scheme  which  are  available  to  contributors ^ 

Hospitals  - Infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  the  Penistono  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital  vfhich  is  situate  a short  distance  outside  the  areao 
The  Hospital  is  controlled  by  a joint  Committee  of  representatives  of 
the  constituent  authorities. 

For  smallpox  there  is  a separate  small  hospital  situate  in  the 
same  neighbourhood  and  controlled  by  the  same  CoramitteGo  No  change 
or  extension  of  these  premises  has  taken  place  daring  the  year^ 

General  and  accident  cases  are  received  by  the  Huddersf j.eld.

MEAT  SUPPLY 

The  supply  is  derived  from  Q-overnment  controlled  premises 
outside  the  areup  part  of  a hindquarter  of  beef  (34  lbs, ) 
reported  by  a butcher  v/as  found  ‘to  be  unfit  for  Jfood  owing  to 
damaged  tissues  caused  by  a frac mailed  bone  proTTious  to  slaughter, 

A boast’s  liver  was  also  conderanod  owing  to  Cirrhosis, 

Inspection  of  producer’s  pigs  slaughtered  for  bacon  curing 
purposes  under  Pood  Control  Licences  in  the  slaughterhouses  or  at 
the  producers  premisesj  has  been  caried  out  whenever  possibloy, 

The  number  of  pigs  inspec.’'ged  v/as  265&  Seven  of  these  carcases 
\7cro  found  in  some  degree  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis, 

There  arc  12  licenced  slaugh'terhousGS  in  the  area  but  no 
public  ab'Qttoirc 

OTHER  P0QD3 

The  premises  registered  for  the  p-urpose  of  making  up  and 
preparing  foodstuffs  are  maintained  in  a satisfaotory  condition. 
Examination  of  tinned  foodstuffs  were  made  upon  request 
on  18  occasions  and  a total  of  83  tins  of  -various  foodstuffs  were 
found  to  bo  unsound. 

Five  lots  of  imported  butter  totalling  90  lbs,  were  oxai-nined 
by  req,uost  and  found  to  be  unsaleable  for  rationing  purposes, 
Rocoramondations  were  made  that  this  b’utter  be  retu'!?ncd  to  the 
whole aalors  for  roconditioning  or  salvage  purposes, 

A roll  of  bacon  37  3-bSo  examined  by  request,  was  found 
■CO  be  unsound.  It  v/as  collected  for  salvage  by  the  Divisional 
Pood  Salvage  Officer,
